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The Diaiuoud Diggiugs. 

The diamond mineB of South Africa 
would appear to be exciting very great 
inlerei't, and, stranga as it may seom, 
tho dittmood-iover, a dieord'Jr ot even 
greater rirulenoe than the gold fever, 
has already reached 'British Columbia 
and ibreotens to carry off aomo oi onr 
pooplo. Ui;dor these circiumBtauooa a 
glancQ »t tho diamond diggings may nol 
be altogotbor uninteresting. The dig- 
ger begins hia work at Hunrise and 
keeps at it, with intervals of half an 
honr for brookl'aat and dinner, until SDrt- 
set. He breaks groaod with a picik, 
carts the soil to tho river's edge, washes 
and sorts it. Picking, carting, washing, 
sorting, form tho daily round of duly. 
The soil, nflcr being picked and carteiJ, 
is waslied at the river side in a cradle 
contaiaing ' two Eiovc, Says one ot 
these minore, ' Wo pal a lot of stuff in 
the top sieve, and rock tho cradle, while 
a Ouffro pours water on, till all tho 
atDtill Blon66 have gone tbroiigb the top 
sieve, 'find the dirt is all bff.* We then 
look roughly over tho big atones in iho 
top sieve and throw them away . Thy 
bottom sieve is then ooiptied on to a 
table and wo have to look carefojly over 
the etoucs.' 'As to the results v{ work- 
ing much harder than any British coo- 
Tict, under a bornirg sun, upon the 
Bimplest fare,' conlinuos the same writ- 
nr, 'and surrouuded by all the waifs 
and strays of both black and white so- 
ciety, iho average earnings appeaa to 
come up to aboat £200 a year. Of 
ConrBO there is a clinnco ot obtaininj; o 
prize — of which tho public nlwaya hoar; 
but of those w ho have fponl their ui- 
termost farthing und worked like galley 
slaves for tb.vny months, barely subsist- 
ing on the moat meagre faro, and who 
quietly retire, scarcely likdy to own to 
their ill-!nck| tho public never hears.' 
The same writer says that five men in 
a hundred moke a good deal of money; 
five mora may, and probably do, pny 
expenses, • I would most strongly ad* 
vise those who have any permanent 
employment to stick to it, even though 
the p^y ftUaohod be small.' ' I think,' 
BBysWothef writer, 'that in the long 
rna one is aore to hit on a big uu,' but 
tho very small perceningo of lucky 
diamond-hunters would scorcely ap- 
pear to justify tho thooght, " It will pro- 
bably be safe to conoIndeHhat'dfimond- 
miniog is a very much less certain road 
to wealth than gold-miuing, and wo 
weald advise all to study well the great 
balance of chances against stnmbling 
upon one of the ' big una' we read 
about, before they decide to hazard all 
upoQ the diamond-diggings of South 
Africa. 

The TrueNertb West Passage. 



Alen have long since coased to look 
for tho North West Pasfago by sea 
Enterprising spirits are in search of it 
by land.

By 
adopting tlliB route Ontario . would fall 
heir to the lion's share of the great 
Northwest trade and of the Qsberies of 
Hudsou'ii Bay and Davis Straits, the 
value of which it isimpoBsible to ebtimate, 
difficult to overestiiuato. Ttio Americans 
now boast that their Northein Pacific 
Bailway will drain tho British North- 
west. With an outlet on Hudson's Bay, 
what is now a* very lolty aafiumption 
would become an empty bonst. Nay, 
more. vVilh ihoBr tish Pacific Eailwaj 
terminating on Uudsou's Bay, every 
particle oflr cighl on Iho AmiTican road 
seeking an Ailaniio ontlol would then 
be diveited into our route, becauxo tho 
outlet would ha nighor than either ^Bos- 
ton or New York by some" Beven or 
eight hundred miles. In a military point 
ot view tho subject is no loca important. 
Oonstruoled through tho heart of Cana- 
da the railway would bo iniprcgnablo 
againat foreign attack, otl'ering at all 
times tho securest means of transit to 
cur own loyal Volunteers, and enabling 
Great BrltaiD,-.lf nocesaary, throui;h tho 
ooean harbor ou Hudton'a Bay, to land 
wltli tho utmost expedition an army 
for onr asjistanco:' '
